Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
announced yesterday in the com-

Penalizing Pensioners 


Stiff criticism of Old Age Pensions 
regulations has been uttered in the Alberta 
Legislature and the Government is said to 
be giving the matter “earnest considera- 
tion”. 

While “earnest consideration” is about 
as far as the Alberta Government can go 
in amending the regulations, there is no 
reason why the Dominion Government has 
not long since been able to progress beyond 
that futile stage. 

The fact is that the regulations govern- 
ing the issue of Old Age Pensions are a dis- 
grace to any civilized country. The par- 
ticular regulation complained of in the 
Legislature is that which prohibits the 
pensioner from receiving any pension or 
income other than his Old Age Pension 
without being docked proportionately on 
the latter. 

In other words, this vicious rule com- 
pels an aged person to become a pauper 
before receiving the Old Age Pension. 

It is shameful that the pension should 
be so low, It is shameful that recipients 
should be actuarially dead before they re- 
ceive it. But the legal pauperization of our

‘Hitler Started This 


_ London, Coventry, Hamburg and Ber- 
lin must now yield precedence to a tiny 
rival when records of intensified bombing 
are under discussion, The unenviable dis- 
tinction of having been heavier hit than 
any other place on earth in a single raid 
goes to the little mountain village of Cass- 
ino, which had a population of 300 before 
the Nazis moved in and the natives cleared 
out, In three hours and a half, fourteen 
hundred tons of bombs fell there in an area 
one mile square. This works out at around 
two and one-fifth tons per acre. It is easy 
to understand the official report that there 
was not a building standing in the Village 
when the dust settled. 

That happened on Wednesday. 
Wednesday night R.A.F., R.C.A.F. and 
Australian bombers set another record, 
when they dropped 3,300 tons of bombs on 
Munich, Stuttgart and other targets in 
western Germany. Though more than one 
point was attacked the raid was planned 
and carried through as a single operation, 
and was the heaviest air blow ever deliver- 
ed in any area. 

The same day word came from London 
that Britain’s factories are now turning out 
planes in greater numbers than ever be- 
fore, while the United States production 
chief said plants in that country are now 
building 350 planes per day, From this it 
may be surmised that even the astounding 
records cited above are not likely to stand 
very long. ;

Well on the Way Back 


_ The parliament of Australia is tender- 
ing a banquet to General MacArthur, to 
mark the second anniversary of ‘his land- 
ing there from Bataan. It is fitting that 
the occasion be marked by a celebration, 
for the intervening period has shown as 
remarkable a change in the war trend in 
the Pacific as the first half of last year

The General reached Australia a fug- 
itive, after an unsuccessful attempt to hold 
Man la with insufficient forces and equip- 
ment, no reinforcements in sight, and a 
tragic lack of both men and machines 
in all the Allied countries from which help 
might have come.

To have clapped 
him in an internment camp would have 
been worth many divisions to them, for 
he has been the directing head of opera- 
tions which have cost them thousands of 
men, scores of warships and transports, 
and many hundreds of planes.

Penicillin has clear- 
ed infected wounds that had defied

In addition, penicillin has proved 
extremely useful in treating types 
of pneumonia that has resisted all 
other treatment, bone diseases, 
boils and abscesses, infected burns, 
and dozens of other 
illnesses,

penicillin has the great advantage 
of being practically non-toxic,

In- 
asmuch as Elre’s external com- 
munications by mail and cable are 
controlled by Britain and America, 
Germany's minister must have had

He publicly washes his 
hands of a dirty business in the in- 
stinct, not of saving society but of 
saving his own soul. 


This act gives him a_ peculiar 
feeling of moral superiority over 
his fellows..

It is tp be noted, for instance, in 
conscientious objectors. In demo- 
cratic countries the right of the 
honest conscientious objector is 
recognized. Such as are of mili- 
tary age are interned in camps and 
compelled to do non-military work, 
mostly on the land. 

Recently they have demanded an 
increase in pocket money to a sol- 
idier’s pay. They leave out of ac- 
count that the soldier is risking his 
eyes, his limbs, and his life, for his 
principles, while they are risking 
for their principles absolutely 
nothing. Under these conditions 
who.has the stronger morality and 
principles? 

I have nothing but admfration 
for those conscientious objectors 
in Britain who refusing to fight 
volunteered to exhume and remove 
unexploded time bombs during the 
blitz. These men demonstrated 
their principles with their lives. 

Nevertheless, Pacifism is a moral 
luxury granted to the few by the 
many who live life as it is, The 
Facifist wants to get to Heaven be- 
fore he dies, and he lives in a 
world of pretense. His ultimate 
goal should be to convert his fel- 
low-men, but his Pacifism prevents 
him from defending even his fel- 
low-Pacifists in the only way they 
can be defended.

Most of them are now dead. Did 
German Republicans, Pacifist as a 
whole, resist? No, they tolerated a 
destruction of the democratic state, 
rather than spill a drop of blood. 


By their domeseic Pacifism they 
paved the way for this war. 

And the international Pacifists 
confined themselves to futile peti- 
tions and speeches. In the case of 
the persecution of Pacifists, Jews, 
and democrats of all kinds, a per- 
cution bloody and ruthless, only de- 
cisive action could have been effec- 
tive-—-immediate economic — sanc- 
tions, for instance. But all positive 
action involved the risk of war, 
j}and in all democratic countries the 
| pacifist trend was toward appease- 
ment, Action in 1933, or as late as 
1936, would have made this war a 
police expedition, and a relatively 
| bloodless affair, if it had occurred 
at all, But even that was too much 
for the pacifists. 

Actually they brought every 
pressure to prevent the defenders 
from re-arming, and thus eneour- 
aged the aggressors. In Britain and 
here they welcomed German agents 
coming as “pacifists’ to preach 
pacifism to us, And in Madison 


ment staged a rally displaying the 
swastika flag among the flags of the 
nations, despite that it was already 
dripping with innocent blood.

The ultimate consequence, in 
fact, was a terrible world-wide war 
following the inevitable law that 
the defender can only protect him- 


self with the instruments of the 
aggressor. , 
That is not what the pacifists 


wanted, But they are responsible 
for it, and perhaps more responsi- 
ble, than anybody else. 

Yet they demand for themselves 
the unique prerogative of divorce 
|from the catastrophe, as though 
they were not co-members of the 
human race but a chosen elite of 
the righteous—chosen to call others 
to repentance, but never to re-con- 
sider their own role in the tragic 
drama. 

Pacifism is only possible in a 
free and strong society, which can- 
not exist without defense by its 
members. The lad running the 
gamut of flak, rockets, and fighters” 
over Berlin, or shivering in malaria 
fever in a Melanasian jungle, or 
stepping consciously from an Ital- 
ian beachhead into bloody hell, is 
fighting for the pacifists—even for 
their right to be pacifists.

This particular kind of Penicil- 
lium differs from other fungi in 


one important respect, as Dr, Alex- 
jander Fleming, and English bac- 
teriologist, discovered by accident 
in 1928, 

While busy with research on in- 
fluenza he left a culture plate full 
of staphylococcus colonies out in 
the open. The next time he looked 
at the plate he noticed a spot of 
mold on it, not an uncommon ex- 
perience, but instead of discard- 
ing the contaminated specimen, he 
studied it more closely. All around 
the mold, like a moat in a field of 
bacteria, was a clear ring. He 
looked at the ring under the micro- 
}scope. It was completely free 
bacteria. For some reason the 
| bacteria died when they entered it. 
| Evidently the Penicillium was giv- 
ling off some substance that was 
death to bacteria, 

Dr. Fleming was amazed by this. 
He made pure cultures of the mold. 
He was surprised most of all that 
the secretion did not damage blood 
corpuscles, 

Dr. Fleming published his results 
but it wasn’t until 1939 that a group 
of British scientists at Oxford, be- 
gan work on pencillin in earnest.

Details of how penicillin is being 
mass-produced are a military sec- 
ret, but it isn’t revealing anything 
to Hitler's technicians to say that 
three methods of growing the tem- 
peramental mold are in use: sur- 
face culture, bran culture (in which 
the mold is grown on bran mois- 
tened by a liquid nutrient), and 
submerged culture. 


Mold is temperamental, it will 
grow almost anywhere but it will 
not secrete penicillin unless condi- 
tions are exactly right. Even un-

conditions, it sometimes balks, It 
grows, but it refuses to produce the 
drug.

Eczema is more apt to prefer, 
blondes than brunettes, because the 
blond skin is more likely to be thin, 
dry and sensitive.

forms and is known by a number

Eczema, ete. It is most troublesome | 
in the chronic form. In the latter| 
form it may tend to clear up for a 
time, only to appear again later. 

Some of the usual symptoms are 
the formation of crusts and dry 
scales, and intense itching. The skin 
may be a bright red in color and is} 
disfigured by small blisters which 
break. As the blisters break, there| 
oozes out a clear fluid which when) 
dry, will stiffen linen, In a severe 
case, the itching is so marked that 
the skin feels as though it ‘were on 
fire. Only meagre relief is ob- 
tained through scratching. 

Although eczema may appear on 
any part of the skin it is common- 
ly found on the following areas:| 
The bends of the elbows, behind 
the knees, on the face, scalp, arms, 
legs, neck and ears. 

The importan cause of eczema ap- 
pears to be a toxemia produced by} 
wrong food combinations, by over- 
eating and by the use of highly 
stimulating foods. The excess toxins 
are eliminated from the body by 
way of the skin, giving rise to the 
characteristic symptoms, It will 
often be found that the eliminative 
organs are not functioning normal- 
ly, for example, the intestinal elim- 
ination is generally sluggish.

Although I believe that the pri-| 


mary cause is constitutional in na- 
ture, there are various secondary 
causes which may play a part in 
producing the eczema. For ex- 
chafing of the 
skin may serve as a contributory 
cause. Irritation of the skin through 
the handling of various chemicals 


|may provide an additional second- | 


ary cause. 

In the average case, eczema may 
be caused to clear up in a satisfac- 
tory manner through the use of a 
fasting and dieting regimen, The 
best plan is to begin with a short 
fast of five days, during which 
time at least one daily enema must 
be taken. The fast should be fol- 
lowed by a restricted diet, in which 
starches, sugars and spiced foods 
are almost entirely eliminated. How 
long the patient should remain on 
this careful diet must depend to 
some extent upon the severity of 
the disease. In many instances the 
eczema will

may be returned to a full diet. 
However, it will be necessary as a 
general rule, for him to continue to 
observe care in the way he com- 
bines his foods.

The A.R.C. centre welcomes men 
and women of all the services of 
the Allied Nations. 

At the centre there is a snack

GLAZED ROAST 
FRESH HAM 

‘Fresh whole or half ham, salt and 
pepper, few whole cloves, 1 cup 
brown sugar, 1 teaspoon dry mus- 
tard, 

Lay ham fat side up on rack in 
open roasting pan. Sprinkle cut 
surface with salt and pepper. Make 
incision and insert meat thermom- 
eter so that centre of bulb reaches 
centre of fleshiest part (not resting 
on fat or bone), Place ham, un- 
covered, in moderate oven (350. de- 
grees F.); roast until done (when 
thermometer registers 185 degrees 
F, or about 30 minutes per pound). 
One hour before end of roasting 
time, remove from oven, Take off 
rind (if not already removed), 
Score fat in diagonal lines; stick 
with cloves.

Victoria Cross 
Made From 
Enemy Cannon 


Most exalted of all decora- 
tions given the armed forces 
for heroism is the Victoria 
Cross. 

Ie was established in 1856 
by Queen Victoria, on the 
suggestion of the Prince Con- 
sort, as a reward for in- 
dividual acts of supreme gal- 
lantry by either officers or 
men. 

In the royal warrant it was 
ordained that “the cross stall 
only be awarded to those of- 
ficers or men who have 
served us in the presence of 
the enemy, and shall have 
performed some signal act 
of valour or devotion to 
their country.” 

The cross is of modest 
bronze, cast from captured 
cannon. On the obverse is 
the royal crest of a lion above 
the British crown with a 
ribbon beneath it inscribed 
“for valour.” On the back 
of the suspender from which 
the cross hangs is recorded 
the name, rank and other 
particulars of the recipient. 
The back of the cross car- 
ries a record of the act for 
which the decoration was 
awarded. The holder is en- 
titled to V.C. after his name. 

In the event that it is won 
twice by one man a replica 
cross is added to the ribbon. 
This has happened only twice 
in the approximately 1,000 
times it has been given.

“The four war services,” he said, 


“have done a fine job of making 
arrangements for accommodation 
for overseas men on leave and 


work very closely together to pro- 
vide for the needs of the men. 

“One thing Ill never forget is 
the sight of our boys, coming in 
from battle in a pouring rain, stand- 
ing beside a ‘Sally Ann’ mobile can- 
teen in their battle dress, and 
gratefully drinking the hot coffee 
and doughnuts distributed.” 

Mr. Wellman has been making a 
tour of war services hostels from 
Toronto to Vancouver, He said that 
the Salvation Army is planning to 
expand its war services hostels to 
meet the needs of the rehabilitation 
of returning service men. 

“We have a big job to do in this 
post war business of rehabilitation 
and plan to put up more hostels for 
that purpose,” he said,
